Groover, Lowry, Clark and Thomas, 
as well as Acree, face a similar charge 
in connection with the flogging of Mrs 
Bowers’ 15-year-old son, who was 
whipped when he attempted to inter- 
cede with the masked men in behalf of 
his mother. Additional accusations of 
riot, burglary and carrying pistols 
likewise are pending against all five. 

The charge against Acree was re- 
duced from a felony to a misdemeanor 
by the.jury which found him guilty 
Saturday of assault and battery.
